Tho learned Attorney General 

fed that st. one time -the 
Goteroment did offer the Im- 
perial Government the whola of 
the collactiuns from this requisition 
fund if they Would accopt the war 
riak,; and the Imperial Govern: 
ment refused to do sa. Why? The 
Imperial Vorernment obviously did 
nat wish’ to accept responsibility for 
anacti@n which was, in its inception 
and throughout its career, entirely 
iWogical and unjustified. Tha 
(iovernment at Homa would bave 
accepted no further risks than the 


Government did bere, for they 


would have been sure of their ships 
and paid thy premiums out af the 
very large profits they made. | 

Veois few prepased, we learn 
fram the learned Attorney Ciercral’s 
speech on the first. reading of the 
Ordinance, not to apend this money 
as Was crizinally intended om botels, 
fats, universities’ and other 
achernes, but tu redeem part of o 
war luan. The money was put 
collected by the Goverument for 
that purpose and ty state “raw 
that we'will use this money instead 
of the moneys which would hav? 
been allocated to the redemption of 
wur loan io order to make it appear 
as.if this muney will in some way 
be connected with the war ix, | 
submit, window dressing. It does 
nut alter the character af the guods 
at all if you cearraoze them in your 
window tu order to inake them sp- 
pent imore attractive. The wrony 
that has been done to these people 
remaios. The ships were taken, the 
Government made the prosits aad 
the owners have teen seduved te 
very bad straits as 8 result of that. 
aad they do a»& that either they be 
given these moneys back or else 
thst they ot any rate be ullowed to 
prove their right, ty the return of 
these moneys by action in the 
Courts. ’ . 

The Government's Position. 

The Colonial Secretary: I-would 
ask permission to comment briefy 
on this petitien, in no spirit of 
hostility to the Petitioners, but. 
simply to make clear the Govern- 
ment's position.in the matter. Tt 
may, perhaps, be rest simply ex- 
plained “by reading the ‘"ivvern- 
ment’s replies to the letters which 
appear ia the petition. The frst is 
that of tith® April, 1918, in which 38 
» said: 

“The owners have now bad the 
advantage vf cunsidering the 
infurmation, whieh was imparted 
by the Assistant Colunial Secre 
tary at the meeting at the Sant- 
ary Board Office keld on the 23th 
March last, when they were in- 
formed that the Government pro- 
pose te pay trainp Blse Book 
rates, as toe one third therecE at 
an exchange of 2- ty the puunJ. 
ani as to the balance at the rate 
vfexchangs of the day of pay. 
ment, plus 2$ per ten fur Eastern. 
service, and 5 per cent. on the net 
profits in consideration of the 
services of the owners in running 
the sbige'un behalf of the Govern 
ment 

“The owners instruct us they 
have alsv had a number of meet- 
ings amongst « themselves, at, 
whieh © the Government's pro 
posals have been moss carefully 
considered and discussed. 

“The owners have come to th: 

‘conclusion ‘that the remunerativn 
offered by the Government la nyt 
only wholly inadequate but must 
result ina heavy loss te the 
vwuers.” , . , 

Question of Remuneration. 
The use of the word “Govern 

ment” in this letter is somewhat 


cequivucal,* and im our reply we 


made it quite clear that it was the 
Imperial Government, ant not the 
Hongkong Government, which was 
responsible for! this scheme. The 
Government's reply, which was 
dated April 15th, said: 

"2. You were informed at the 
meeting held on the-28h March 


4 


that this Government has defiriite 
instructions to see. that remonera- 
tion of colonial registered vessels 
is not appprecisbly. higher -or 
lower than that - of competing 
vessols “registered in the Unked 
Kingdom.” The remuneration’ 
payable in respect of. the latter 
class of vaasel is, it ia tnderstood, 
tunder discussion; bat this, Gov- 
ernment is advised that the rate 
| sctuatiy in force is appreciably 
‘kewer than that now offered to 
your clients: In the circumstances 
y this Government is precluded, by 
its instructions, from’ offering 
mere favourable terms than those 
which have beeq put before you: 
but it wilt watch closely the pro- 
gress of negotiations in the 
United Kingdom, ta order that 
any concession made there may be 
introduced also im the local 
scheme.” 

The next parngraph discussed 
the losses which ther sald would be 
incurred under ure scheme, and in 
cur reply we said: | : . 
. “This Goveynment will, how- 
ever, closely watch the. working 
of the requisition schame, and I 
am to assure you that the interests 
of the owners will reeeive its 
symopathetic consideration.” 

We then received the letters of 
Apeil tech anil Ist May, 1918 (repro. 
duced in the petition. — In the first 
we were asked among other things 
under what legislative authority we 
were acting. We replied on May 
lith as follows: . 

-“Gentlemen.—I am directed to 
acknowledge the receipt of your 
letters of the 19th April, and the 
Ist May, regarding the Hongkong 
Shipping Control Scheme, and at 
tha same time to express regret 
that they have remained so long 
unanswered. . 

2. With regard to the question 
of remuneration to owners, this 
Government, as you are aware, is 
acting onder the instructions of 
His Majesty's Government His 
Excellency has made representa- 
tions by telegram on the subject. 

3. Asto the questign of legal 
authority, the ships have been 
Tequisitioned on bebalf of, and 
under ihstructions from, His 
Majesty’s Government, who have 
instructed ‘this Government to 
superintend their management. 
In these circumstances this Gov- 
emment must refer you to His 
Majesty’s Government on the 
point of legal authority for the 
requisitioning. a 

4. With regard to the request 
for a local Board of Arbitration, 
this Government has definite in- 
stractions that the. remuneration 
to vessels ‘under the-Ioeal schome 
is to approximate te that paid to 
the larger and more inrportant 
class of vessels on the ‘China 
Coast, whieh are under the Im- 
perial Liner Requisition Scheme. 
fz would, in the opinion of this 
Government, be inadvisable to sug- 
gest that the two classes of ves- 
selz snould be dealt with scparate- 
ly. As I have stated above, re- 
presentations have already been 
made to the Home Acthorities on 
the question of remuneration. 

“3. It would seem that the own- 
ers, in pressing their request for 
a, representative on the Shipping 
Control Committee, are under a 
misapprehension as to the func- 
tiong of that Committee, The 
Committee have. bean chosen, as 
an independent body having no 
connection with the requisition- 
ed ships, to advise the Government 
on technical matters in conmec- 
tion with the ships, the Govern- 
ment having no one in its service 
who ig conversant with the details 
of the shipping business, The 
Government is always ready to 
consider sympathetically any re- 
presentations that the owners may 
wish to make; but it, does not 
consider that any useful parpose 
would be served by poltimg an 
owner on ghe Committee. The 
question of the employment’ of the 
ships for the needs of the. Colony 


is: one.on which-tho Government 
is adviwed hy the Vital: Require- 
ments Committee, and Mr. H. P. 
White has been invited to accept 
a sast upon that body.” 

_ The Shipping Committee. 

Om the sabject of remuneration 
aur instructions from the Imperial 
Government were quite definite, 
We made representations about the 
ate of exchange and the cost and 
age of these vessels, which were be 
tween 97 and 43 years old, but our 
instructions remained the same. We 
were to treat them on the same lines 
as the veasels uf the Indo-China Co. 
and the China Navigation Co. With 
regard to the point of the represen- 
tatiun of the owners on the Ship 
ping Committee, of which\I was 
Chairman, there were two members, 
Afr. Sutherland, af Messrs. Jardine, 
Matheson & Co, and Mr Young. of 
Messrs. Butterfield & Swire, They 
sere appointed by the Shipping 
Contrel, net by the Government, 
and it-was thought inadvisable to 
Yave the owners of these ships on 
she Committee which was a purely 
advisory Committee's but I think 
she owners will agree that I consult 
ud them on every possible detail. 
Jur most remunerative charter—the 
Wolluwta—was made on the advice 
if Mr. Wilhamsen, Chainnan of the 
Shupowners’ Prutectiou Association. 
in the first paragraph of the peti- 
ion it is said that , 

“In or about the month of 
March, 1915, the Government of 
Hongkong notified your Petition- 
ers of their decision to bring the 
said Steamships under Hongkung 
Government control Your petit 
uioners whilst protesting in every 
possible way did not oppose the 
action of the Government of 
Hongkong a: the time, being con- 
tented, having paid udder protest 
the moneys demanded, to leave 
the adjustment thereof to @ later 
date as your Petitioners consider. 
ed that their ships were required 
for furthering the interests of the 
British Empire in the late war and 
understox<j that moneys received 
by the Hongkong Government br 
reason of such action weuld after 
waking adequate compensation to 
the owners be remitted to Eng- 
land aod used in connection with 
the late war. 


In clause 12 of the Petition it 
is"stated that on the 19th January, 
1920, the then Colonial Secretary 
made a statement as to the use 
to wkich the money should be 
pot. I would point out that there 
is a large gap between the two 
dates. 

Government Merely Agents. 

When the scheme came into 
force thig Government stated quite 
clearly that we were merely 
agents and any money that ac- 
erued was going to the Imperial 
Government. We then began to 
look into the details of the scheme 
and there was nothing at the time 
to show what the outcome would 
be. . It was not merely a question 
of war risk. That was quite a 
minor point. The total sum we 
spent on war risk was $44,000 
As a matter of fact, it was a 
question of the whole liability; 
anything may bave happened; it 
was o question which way the 
war went, and the Government 
did not see why ps agents it 


should take on this responsibility |‘ 


unless it was covered. We put the 


point to the Home Government and 


the Home Government asked us 
to take the whole risk. We ac- 
cepted that and in the circum- 
stances we could not pay over tae 
receipts from the ships until we 
were out of the. wood—until ‘the 
resnit of the control scheme were 
known. We did not finally -wind 
up the scheme until March, 1919. 
We then put the position before 
the Home Government and they 


‘allowed us to retain the profits 


which had been made. I want 


that point to be quite clear, The 


scheme was not run with any In- 
tention of using the money ac- 
cruing from it for the purposes of 
the Colony. : : 

“The Colonial Secretary added: 
The petition to the Council was 
received by me only shortly before 
one o'clock to-day I do not pro- 
pase to go through it in any sense 
in detail, I mentioned that the 
Government was in entire sym- 
pathy with the owners and open 
to assist them as ‘far as possible 
and E should like to take this 
opportunity to read the penul- 
timate paragraph of my final re- 
port informing the Government of 
the conclusion of the. work ander 
the scheme: 

“But the thanks of the Govern- 
ment are above al} due to the 
ewners of the ships, upon whose 
loyal and patriotic co-operation 
it bas been able to rely from the 
beginning to the end. _It must be 
remembered that the owners found 
themselves deprived of a very 
large part of their earnings, at 
a time of maximum freights wheo 
their ecmpetitors were making 
enormous profits: and there has 
been not one complaint. The 
Shipowners Protecticn aAssocia- 
tion, whose title explains its ob- 
ject, has maintained most cordial 
relations with the Government 
throughout. and has given very 
great assistance. The Associa-, 
tion's Chairman, Mr. S. T. Wil- 
Bamson, put his experience and 
advice wholly at the Government's 
service, and he did much to solve 
didiculties and to smooth away 
misunderstandings. It may be 
recorded that, in spite of the many 
peints of law which arose and the 
inevitable differences of opinion, 
every question in dispute was jn- 
variably settled in a spirit of 
friendly compromise.” 

The Wollowra Action. 

AIL I wish to do i3 to emphasise 
the point that this Government has 
been merely an agent in the mat- 
ter; that it acted under the 
tnstructions of the Imperial Gov- 
ernment .which it has not been 
able to vary one jo: cr tittle. As 
you are all aware the Imperial 
Government has passed an In- 
demnity Act and the question was 
put to us whether we should come 
ander that Act,.or have a-local 
erdinance to fit the local condi- 
tions. It was decided that, on 
the whole, a lécal ordifance would 
be the better method. 

I do not quite know the point 
in the petiticn about myself but 
it was in the sammer of 1920, when 
I was acting Colonial Secretary, 
that the Wollcwra action was filed. 
It suited both gidea not to go on 
at the time. I was going on leave 
in 31921 and as I was the enly- 
person who had intimate know- 
ledge of the working of ‘the 
scheme, it waa agreed by both 
sides to defer action till my. re- 
turn. The Indemnity Ordinance 
was introduced while I was away 
and the point was” raised that 
acticn in this matter of the ship- 
ing money had been delayed owing 
to my absence, and the Bill was 
accordingly held over until my re- 
turn. "We had been negotiating 
and now the Government finds it 
necessary to bring forward this 
Bill’ 

“His Excellency. the Officer Ad- 
ministering ‘the Government put 
the motion for the second reading 
of the Bill and declared it pasaed. 

The Attorney-General there- 
upon moved that the Councl! go 
inté.Committee to consider the 
Bill clause by clause. 

In Committee the Attorney- 
General moved verbal amendments 
to clause 1 and 3 which had been 
printed onthe margin of the new 
print-of the Bill and these were 
agreed to, " ; 

On the passage of the Bill 
through Ccnunittee being reported 
to thé Council, His Excellency 
announced that it was proposed to 
take the third reading of the Hill 
on August 17th, 

The Council then adjourned. 


A Suggestion of Foul Play.

Mr. R. E. Lindsell presided. es

Affuirs, alleging that the deceused 


hal come to bis’ death us 
a result of being dropped out of » 
window. Thre object of the present 


engiiry Was {to ascertain whether” 


there was apy truth in the araer- 
tion. Lg at. was found tha’ there 
were grounds for that behef the 
jury's duty would be to bring im a 
verdict of manslaushter. 


Dr. Valentine gave evidence re- _ 


garding 5 post-mortem examination 
which he bad held on the deceased. 
and stated as hie -opmion that 
it was ‘prubable that deceased, 
during dehrium, which invariably 
accompanied poeumonia, had {allen 
ont of Bis bed uad bad struck his 


bead on the concrete floor, Hu, 
admitted that i was posyible,” 


though not probable, that the man 
died as a result of baving been 
dropped in the street while being 
carried. . 

A woman residing in the bouse 
gave evidence as to having heard a 
fall in the dying wan room, aad, 
en runping in’ to see what. was 
wrong, had found the deceased 
Ising head downwards on the tloor. 

After other evidence bad been 
called the Coroner left it to the 
jury to say whether they were 
satisied that death was accidental 
or net. No further evidence cuuld 
be produced which would add 
further light to the case.

Shipping Contro! Profits. .. 
“The disposition of the profits 
which the Hongkeng Government 
‘|made ase resultof the control of 
certain vessels during the war is 
still undecided. - The owners of 
the -ships concerned claim that 
the rate of remuneration -laid 
down, by the Government, when 
compared with working expenses, 
resulted in & considerable loss op 
working expenses. ‘We do not 
know the exact extent of that 
alleged loss, but in the case of 
certain vessels mentioned in the 
petition presented at yesterday's 
Council meetiog the total only 
comes to $210,937, which com- 
partes with the Government profit 
of $2,231,000 odd, which the 
owners wish toobzain. There are 
many strong points set forth in the, 
petition. 
the petitioners understood that the 
monies received by the Govern- 
ment, after the pzyment of com- 
pensation to the owners, would be 
remitted to England for tse ip con- 
nection with the war, whereas ip 
point of fact they were used for 
po such purpose. The Govern- 
ment at one time intended to 
utilise the proceeds for educa: 
tional and bousing purposes, but, 
ass result of pending legal pro- 
ceedings, these idaas were post- 
paned. The complaint of the 
shipping coropanies is that it ig 
unfair to make @ special levy on’ 
a few concerns for suck objects:

There is no doubt 
that shipping was badly bit by 
reason of the control scheme, no 
other industry being affected 
locally in the aame was, and that 
is an additional ressin why, if 
the mones ig not put to Imperial 
uses, it shanld come back to the 
people’ whose ships .were used.
